Survivors of Ruhleben 


I am asked to remind any British 
civilian prisoners. of war who were in- 
terned in Ruhleben Camp between 1914 
and 1918 that the annual anniversary 
dinner will be held on next Saturday 
night in the Stadium Club, High Holborn, 
London. 

This will be the first time on which 
the dinner will be held on the actual 
anniversary of Ruhleben’s inauguration ; 
for it was on November 6th, 1914, that 
British civilians from all over Germany 
were flung into this dismal camp, having 
been taken from scores of different jails, 
workhouses, and policéstations,-in which 
they had been incarcerated in many cases 
since the outbreak of war. Some of them. 
indeed, were arrested some days before the 
war started ; for the Germans were taking 
no chances, and there was a very virulent 
epidemic of spy fever at the time. 

Among those who found themselves 
wandering round the knee-deep mud of 


Ruhleben on that bleak November even- 


ing were many bearers of distinguished 
names. One was the Earl of Perth, who 
died a few weeks ago; another was the 
blind Peer, Lord de Ramsay, with his

It had ‘a first-rate 
orchestra, to hear which members of the 
German Kommandantur used to pay visits 
to the camp. . It had an excellent theatre 
in which plays regularly were produced 
in six different languages. Its camp school 
was: so good that it was authorised to 
conduct examinations up to 
standard by London University, and there 
must be scores of officers in the Mercantile 
Marine who owe their “ tickets” to the 
expert tuition which they received in 
Ruhleben. 

It is interesting to note that, largely 
through the efforts of Dr. Liddell, quite 
a flourishing class was organised in the 
Irish language, and some of the teachers 
found a certain difficulty in keeping five 
or ten pages ahead of their pupils in 
O’Growney. ‘ 

Violent Grangemen from the North were 
equally enthusiastic with Southerners\jn 
pursuit of Gaelic lore.

The Screen s Debt 


In his speech at the opening of a Book 
Exhibition in Bournemouth a few weeks 
ago Sir Herbert Morgan referred to the 
debt which the screen owed to authors, 
and suggested that the obligation might 
be recognised by the endowment of litera- 
ture-in some form. There are possibilities 
in the suggestion, and if it were adopted 
there might be a tremendous amount of 
good work done with the accumulating 
funds. When the screen takes a master- 
piece of literature, especially one in which 
the copyright has- expired, there certainly 
should be some contribution made from 
the ‘proceeds either to the living descend- | 
ants of the authors or to some central 
literary fund. It seems hardly fair, for 
example, that the screen should be in a 
position to take and re-make in a new

by so doing, without offering any 
pecuniary compensation to the family 
or the art from which the master- 
piece has been taken. If there were 
some generally recognised fund into which 
a very small percentage of the takings

Although it would seem that Sir

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EUROPEAN TREND 
~ EXAMINED 


ADDRESS TO D.U. 
HISTORY SOCIETY 


ROFESSOR J. B. NAMIER, Professor of 
History at Manchester University, was 


the principal speaker at the openin 
meeting the Dublin Universit History 
Society, which was held in the Graduates’ 


Memorial Hall, T.C.D., yesterday afternoon, 
when he gave a lecture on ‘Vienna and 
Versailles.’ | 

He said that since the revolution of 1848 
there was hardly an idea tried or carried 
through which had not been forecast in that 
year. It was characteristic of the great 
revolution, however. that, after it had passed, 
the © ent was completely unchanged, 
although the people had believed that any- 
thing was possible. 

At the time of the revolution there were 
only ‘four ne powers in Europe, but, they 
were much the same as Íreland in the days 
of Grattan's Parliament, when the Protestants 
considered themselves the nation, and the 
Irish Roman Catholic peasantry had not 
entered the political arena. 

If they looked at the French- frontiers in 
1815 and in 1919 they would see that, except 
in trivialities, they were the same, but what 
in 1815 was the mark of defeat—the bleeding 
wound of Waterloo—in 1919 became the 
i of victory. Whereas in 1815 a 
turopean coalition tried to reduce France to 
those frontiers, during the European War a 
world coalition was required to give France 
back that frontier. Apart from Russia, 
France in 1815 had the largest population in 
Europe, with 30,000,000 people. Now France 
FEARR seventh place in respect oí popula- 
ion. fe 


ITALIAN STRENGTH 


Italy, which before the war had a smaller 
population than France, now occupied sixth 
lace. France's declining population was the 
effect of a falling birth-rate. At the present 
time the English birth-rate was lower than 
that of France. Virtually all civilised 
countries had followed France in this respect, 
but in France the process had set in a 
siderable time previously. If they studied 
Roman history they would see that the fall 
of Rome was due largely to the falling birth- 
rate; for once that process set in it was 
difficult to arrest its progress. 

Dr. Dudley Edwards, M.A., said that one 


day" was how peace was going to be kept 
between Communism and Fascism. He sug- 
gested that a certain amount of Christian 
restraint should be exercised in the attitude 
to these forms of Government. There was 
always something to be said for both sides, 
for good work was being done quietly inside 
Germany, Italy and Russia. 

Dr. J. J. Auchmuty also spoke. 

The Rey. Dr. G. V. Jourdan, who presided, 
said that he did not like Fascism or 
Bolshevism, but they contained certain 
elements of truth.

EXHIBITION OF MODERN 
PHOTOGRAPHS 


-“ 


Those interested in photography and 
desirous of seeing how beautiful work in the 
studio can be made should spend a few 
minutes in the new studio which Measrs. 
Chancellor have opened at their premises, 7 
Grafton street, Dublin. Completely renovated 
and finished in a scheme of soft shades of 
silver and grey, the studio itself is delight- 
fully restful, and is a happy setting for. the 
choice collection of modern photographs on 
view. The new generation is apt to overlook 
the fact that Messrs. Chancellor have had a 
long and honoured career as photographers, 
but there are many exhibits which tell the 
history of the firm in photography. In a 
corner of a showcase will be seen a photo- 
graph of a group of the Royal family, show- 
ing four generations, from Queen Victoria, 
taken at Osborne in 1899 by Royal command. 
But that was the type of work that Messrs. 
Chancellor were wont to do for many years 
as’ first photographers in the land. An 
earlier photograph still is that of William 
Ewart Gladstone, taken in 1880. There are 
also on view two interesting’ photographs of 
Madame Maud Gonne saw Á rob taken 
in the early 'eighties and the other about 
twenty years later. 

Also in this collection of old-time exhibits 
is a Voigtlander lens, a big, cumberous affair, 
over a foot Jong and six or seven inches in 
diameter, which was in use fifty or more years 
ago. With it is an old toothed wheel, about 
filteen inches in diameter, which was used 
for focussing. What a striking contrast thev 
provide to the modern photographic methods ' 


THE MODERN ASPECT 


And just what the latest methods can 
achieve in the way of artistic effect is seen 
in the two dozen or more pictures which 
form the exhibition. The photographs are 
real-life studies, in which the subjects seem 
to be animated. 

Perhaps most interesting are the coloured 
photographs—pictures taken direct, and 
reproducing their varying colours without any 
touching up or applied colouring. im: 
mediately facing the visitor as he enters is 
such a study of Mr. E. de Valera, President 
of the Executive Council, taken in a character- 
istic attitude, standing by a pedestal in the 


grounds of Government Buildings. The 
colours of face, hands, clothes, and the 
background, all are reproduced in their 


natural tints, though the picture is not quite 
the happiest. More striking, and speaking 
more convincingly of the possibilities of colour 
photography. is a portrait of the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne), taken in his 
robes and chain of office. The brilliant scarlet 
of the robes and the glittering gold of the 
chain are vividly thrown out against their 
dark background. There is also a delightful 
picture of a horse taken in a paddock, the 
effect of which is very true to life. 

The exhibition is worthy of the famous old 
firm of Chancellor, and especially of Mr. ‘A. 
Horsburgh-Porter, the talented young artist. 
who is directly responsille for the work. 
Everyone: should spare a few minutes to see 
it during the next ten days. It is open from 
two to six in the afternoons,

There are no developments i: connection 
with the situation which has arisen conse- 
guent on the demand for increased prices 
by the butter producers of the Free State.

A prominent wholesaler told an J/rish 
Times representative that the price in 
Dublin was still 120s. per cwt. Some of 
the creameries, it was stated, were talking 
about 140s. per cwt., and several traders 
had been told last week that their current 
supplies were the last they would receive at 
120s. When the new supplies came to 
hand, however, the price was still 120s. 
per cwt. 

Our informant said that although his 
firm had connections throughout the entire 
trade, he had not heard of anybody paying 
more than 120s. per cwt. 

From this information it would appear 
that the creameries are adopting a 
“ marking time ” policy.

FIVE PERSONS INJURED: 
ONE IN HOSPITAL

An unusual accident occurred yesterday 
afternoon when a Dublin tramcar left the 
rails and toppled over on to its side. 
Five people, including the driver and 
conductor, were injured. They were con- 
veyed by private motor cars to the Mater 
Hospital, where, after treatment, four of 
them were discharged One passenger 
Miss Rita McRory, 33 Bantry road, was 
detained. 

The crash occurred ‘at ‘Delville, near the 
Glasnevin terminus. The tram which was 
proceeding from Glasnevin towards the 
city left the rails at a sharp bend on the 
hill. It turned over and continued for 
some distance sliding along the ground, 
The conductor was thrown out before the 
car stopped. A little boy who was seated 
on the upper deck clinrped out on the 
road, as the hood had been torn. away. 
He immediately disappeared from the 
scene apparently scared but unhurt. 

The names of the injured are:—Miss 
Peggy Hand (15), Church avenue, Gles- 
nevin; Miss Rita McRory (20), 38 
Bantrv road, Whitehall; Mrs. Patterson, 
Old Finglas road; Mr. Thomas Scott 
(conductor), 80 Kieckham road, and Mr. 
John Hartnett (driver), 1 Upper Mount 
Pleasant terrace, Ranelagh. 

Mest of the glass in 
smashed and the roof was ripped off. 
Passers-by immediately came to the 
assistance of those in the tram and took 
them from the damaged vehicle. 

A number of the company’s inspectors 
and police officers were quickly en the 
scene. ‘The service was not disorganised 
in any way, as the tram had been thrown 
quite clear of the rails and, fortunately, 
the overhead wires did not come down, 

On inquiry at the Mater Hospital last 
night an Jrish Times representative was 
informed that the condition of the injured 
girl, Miss McRory, was unchanged. She 
was stated to be snffering from head 
injuries, 

This is a most unusual type of accident.

violently with that of trade unionism. A 
weakness of the union system, in the eyes 
of most people—its strength, perhaps, in 
other eyes—is its refusal to distinguish 
between the capacity of one worker and 
of another. The system upholds all alike 
—the efficient worker and the inefficient 
worker; the man who is dismissed from 
his job for rank inefficiency can mobilise 
the union’s resources in his defence just 
as surely as the capable man who is dis- 
employed through no fault of his own. 
How different is the Russian practice! 
After the Revolution, it is true, Lenin 
tried to treat every worker alike: ‘from 
each according to his ability’’ was the 
text, and every effort was made to 
translate it into terms of fact. The 
attempt, as everyone knows, was a failure. 
The Kremlin was quick to discover that 
it had instituted a system under which 
the good worker fell to the level of the 
bad, with the result that Russia’s pro- 
ductivity failed to show that improvement 
which alone could justify the Revolution. 
Wisely owning defeat, Lenin took refuge 
in the famous “ NEP,’’ or New Economic 
Policy, which was, in fact, a reversion 
to a very old, and very human, economic 
policy. *‘‘ Piece-work ’’ was re-introduced, 
and with it returned wages. In direct 
contrast to the habit of trade umions,: the 
Russian workman was urged to work his 
hardest that the Five-Year Plans might be 
fulfilled, and he was paid according to the 
amount and quality of his work. To all 
intents. and purposes, the industrial 
system in the U.S.S.R. to-day—so far, at 
least, as the employé is concerned—differs 
little from the system in capitalist lands ; 
the chief distinction is that the Russian 
worker obtains less return for his labour. 
It is safe to say that the average Russian 
works harder than any Russian of a 
previous generation would have endured ; 
Where labour is not actually forced, it is 
‘screwed up” by an organisation of 
“shock workers,” by incessant appeals 
to efficiency and. castigations. of in. 
eficiency, by inducemeuts and cy threats. 
Hard Jabour, even if it bears no dividends. 
is at a premium, s ' 

There had been a hope that ‘‘ NEP ”' 
could be discarded, and that Russia could 
revert to her original conception of Com- 
munism ; but the time, apparently, is still 
far away. During the week-end Stalin 
held a supper party at the Kremlin. His 
guests were certain “ minor and small 
leaders’ of Soviet industry, whom he 
toasted in the most fulsome terms, To 
anybody who cares to read between the 
lines, the meaning of Stalin’s supper 
party is clear. Russian confidence has 
been shaken very severely during the last 
few months. “The tremendous “ purge ”’ 
not only of generals and other officers, but 
of major and minor officials of industry, 
must have given rise to widespread 
anxiety about the success of Stalin's 
admii..stration—and, in particular, of the 
industrial plans. The ‘‘ smal] man’’—the 
ordincry Russian, who is building a great 
industrial nation by the sweat of his 
brow—demands reassurance. He demands, 


being exploited for the benefit of a narrow, 
autocratic party; and this is Stalin's 
method of reassuring him. '' Trotskyism, ” 
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only a short while ago that he. had 
‘brought the great bulk of the people to 


|| his side; yet the monotonous succession 


of charge@ and “ trials' has forced out- 
‘side observers to reconsider their views. 
‘Stalin does not seem as strong as he was. 
He has made Russia work hard, and the 
ordinary man has received little ‘n 
requital of his toil. The crash may come 
soon. Perhaps, it would have come before 
now if the threats from Germany, Japan 
and Italy had not aroused Russia's sense 
of nationality and served to weld her 
diverse races together. i 
: 
Belgium Seeks a. Cabinet 


The fall of M. van Zeeland has precipi- 
tated a political crisis in Belgium, For 
some time it has been plain that only the 
personal prestige of the late Premier held 
the Government together, and when he 
gained his smashing victory .ver M. Léon 
Degrelle six months ago it was thought that 
his tenure of office would be lengthened. 
Outside Belgium M. van Zeeland’s reputa 
tion as an economist was regarded . as 
sufficiently high by Great Britain and 
France to have him entrusted with the 
mission of seeking the possibilities of 
reducing the barriers against world trade. 
At the moment when his personal power 
appeared to be at its zenith a whispering 
campaign brought about his fall, and 
plunged the country into a political crisis 
of the first ordér. Vainly has King 
Leopold sought a new Prime Minister, so 
that those who hastened the fall of the 
Van Zeeland Cabinet may now be 
frightened about the future. The primary 
requisite appears to be that the new Prime 
Minister must hot be a party leader; and 
it was to his freedom from party allegiance 
that M. van Zeeland owed his marked 
success. To drive a team consisting of 
members of parties opposed to one another. 
on fundamentals was no mean achieve- 
ment; yet that is precisely what M. van 
Zeeland accomplished with consummate 
skill. The veteran Socialist leader, M. 
Vandervelde, who is known throughout 
Europe and America, frankly acknowledged 
that his political views precluded the 
possibility of forming a Government that 
had any chance of success. The efforts of 
another Socialist, M. De Man, who is less 
extreme than M. Vandervelde 
political views, and whose record in the 
late Government was above reproach, have 
beth without success. In desperation—or 
o it would seem—King Leopold turned 
to a member of the Catholie Party in the 


in his 


person of M. Pierlot, after another member . 


of the same party had requested to be 
excused on account of his health. Liberals 
refused their support to M. De Man: the 
Socialists: may be expected to refuse 
collaboration with M. Pierlot, and after 
the rebuff to M. De Man they may also 
decline to be associated with «he Liberals. 
Everything points to the urgency of find- 
ing another van Zeeland ; one who is out- 
side the party strife, and one who may be 
outside Parliament. 

In the last analysis the political ills of 
Belgium may be discovered in the 
antagonism between the two parts of the 
country. The strength of the nationalist, 
and separatist. movement has been 
growing in Flanders since the end of tha 
War, and it is to that movement thaf 
most of the political difficulties may be 
traced. At the moment the great obstacle 
to the formation of a stable and strong 
Government: in Brussels is a renewed 
offensive by the Flemish nationalists. 
When M. van Zeeland was compelled to 
give way en the claims for amuesty of 
Fleming. who had been found guilty ot 
unpatriotic conduct during the German 
vccupation of the country, he jeopardised 
his popularity with Belgian patriots; but 
there was no alternative way in which he 
could secure the support of the Flemings 
for his defence programme. The con 
cession, however, did not completely 
appease the Flemish nationalists, who 
want a full amnesty and have conducted 
a ceaseless campaign toward that end. 
This movement has split the old, and once 
dominant, Catholic Party which has also 
been. divided in another way by M. 
Degrelle’s Rexist movement. The possi 
bility of a new coalition, in which the 
remnant of the Catholic Party will parti 
cipate is, therefore, somewhat remote. 


| What is quite on tne cards is that the 


various sections of the one-time powerful 
Catholic Party will agree to sink their 
differences for a time in order to detach 
Belgium once for all from French 
influence. One part of that policy has 
already - been achieved—the declaration 
that Belgium is a neutralised land free 
from international entanglements and 
guaranteed by her powerful neighbours. 
As this detachment policy succeeds, the

Trade. Barriers 


The Government, it is understood, attach 
much importance to the debate in the 
House of ort to-morrow night on the 
amendment set out by the Opposition 
Liberals raising the problem of reducing 
economic barriers to world trade, develop- 
ing and populating empty spaces in the 
Empire, and the utilisation of neglected 
national resources. Mr. Stanley, the 
President of the Board of Trade, is to 
speak for the Government, and it is ex- 
pected that he will say something about 
the long drawn-out preliminary discussions 
between -this country and the United 
States as to the possibility of a fresh trade 
agreement. It is true that the prospects 
of this treaty are a little brigher, and the 
informal exploratory talks which have 
been held over the last six months or so 
are quite hopeful, but if the agreement is 
to come into operation at all it should be 
signed before midsummer next year, as 
the United States will have Congressional 
elections in the autumn. A strong Con- 
servative group in the House of Commons 
are determined to oppose any such agree- 
ment if it involves any sacrifice in the 
home market for the Dominions. 


Russia's Opposition 


Russia is still opposing the British plan 
for belligerent rights to both parties in 
the Spanish civil war directly the with- 
drawal! of foreign volunteers, as suggested, 
has begun. Opportunity has been taken 
to point out to the Soviet Government that 
if its attitude remains unchanged protec- 
tion may no longer be accorded to its ships 
in the Mediterranean, under the anti- 
piracy arrangement of the Nyon Confer- 
ence, but-it is not the view that this will 
bring about any material change in 
Russia’s attitude at: to-morrow’s meeting 
of the Non-Intervention Committee. It is 
expected that this country will insist on 
an immediate approach to both parties in 
Spain regarding the withdrawal of 
volunteers, but on this point, though 
Russia may offer no definite opposition, 
it 1s feared that the Spanish Government 
will certainly not agree. In fact, to- 
morrow’s meeting bristles with difficulties, 
and the Committee will be fortunate if it 
manages to survive them. 


Prospects at Brussels 


Owing to the absence of other Foreign 
Ministers from the Nined’ower Conference 
at Brusséls, Mr. Eden does not intend to 
spend more than two or hree days in 
Relgium. For some reason the importance 
attached to the Conference appéars to be 
evaporating, and little is now. expected 
from it. The idea is that after a compre- 
hensive survey of the situation in the Far 
East the Conference will give utterance to 
some pious resolutions and then adjourn 
for a considerable period. It is under- 
stood that no question suggesting the 
application of sanctions to Japan will ba 
permitted to arise, or, should one be 
brought forward, it will be at once refused 
by the chairman. Mr. Eden made an 
interesting statement regarding the Con- 
ference during the debate on foreign 
affairs in the House of Commons this 
afternoon when he said that so far as the 
Far East was concerned any action which 
could be taken must depend on the co 
operation of the United States. 


Mediation in China 


Only last week a Government spokes- 
man of the Japanese Foreign Office said 
that third-party mediatiomw in the war with 
China would be unacceptable, but to-day 
the same spokesman intimated that Japan 
might listen to an approach made by 
China through third parties, though it 
depended on the attitude that China took. 
The spokesman refused to indicate whether 
any third parties in such an approach 
would be expected to adopt a pro-Japanese 
attitude when discussing the cessation of 
hostilities. This intimation conveys more 
than appears on the surface, inasmuch as 
Japan would never lose face by suggesting 
the possibility of peace unless assured that 
her affairs in China were not making the 
progress she normally expected There 
can he, little doubt that the financial cost 
of Japan s excursion into (hina is- very 
heavy indeed, and, as Japan's finances are 
by no means in a satisfactory position, it 
may be that its Government is bevinniny 
to see a red light in the continuance of 
hostilities, particularly if it can withdraw 
while retaining some of the territory 


already captured.

WAGES ACCEPTED 


AGREEMENT APPLIES 
TO FREE STATE 


TAE will be no stoppage of 

work in the Munster bacon- 
production industry. The ballot vote 
taken by the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union in Tralee, 
Waterford, Cork and Limerick has 
resulted in a majority in favour of 
the terms of settlement. 

Mr. D. Sullivan, Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, Dublin, said 
yesterday that in some cases the majority 
in favour of accepta- had been small. 

The new wages agreement does not alone 
cover the factories which were affected by 
the strike notices. It applies also to the 
other factories in the Irish Free State. 

These factories are divided into three 
classes. Class 1 consists of the city areas; 
Class 2 of outside areas in which the kill- 
ings exceed 25,000 per annum, and Class 
5 the other areas. 

Limerick. Cork and Waterford are in 
Class 1. Here the new rates are 73s. 6d. 
per week for skilled workers, 68s. 6d. for 
semi-skilled, and 63s. 6d. for unskilled. 

Tralee, Castlebar, Claremorris, Roscrea 
and the Clover Meats factory 'come under 
Class 2. In these factories the rates are 
67s. per week, 62s. and 57s. for the grades 
mentioned above. 

In the Class 3 areas the rates are 53s., 
48s. and 42s. 

The areas in Class 3 are Cavan, 
Monaghan. Enniscoithy, Dundalk, Wex. 
ford, Ballybofey, Cappoquin and Mount. 
mellick. : 

In the Class 1 areas there will be a 
further increase of 2s. per week when the 
agreement is registered under the Condi- 
tions of Employment Act. Wages in the 
other two classes are subject to review at a 
future date.

Corporation members had been informed 
by the Lord Mayor that a site opposite 
Hermitage Golf Club had been selected 
for the new city fever hospital (first pro- 
posed seven years ago), when Dr. 
Hannigan criticised Local Government 
administration for keeping details of such 
matters from the Council. Defying con- 
tradiction, he said that more Dublin 
children died from measles and whooping 
cough every year than from all other 
infectious diseases together. Experts sup- 
porting his opinion, he said, were afraid 
to open their mouths for fear of losing 
their positions. 

Dr. Hannigan’s opinion about the ‘ack 
of accommodation for fever cases was sup- 
ported by Mr. Sean Milroy and Mr, 
James Larkin, T.D., and a resolution was 
unanimously passed asking for a report 
giving particulars of the — negotiations 
which had taken place in the matter of 
providing hospitals for the treatment of 
infectious diseases and tuberculosis. 

The discussion began when Mr. 
Bernard Butler, on the report of 
the City Manager, referred to the section 
intimating that tenders had been invited 
for provisions for the tuberculosis instt- 
tution and Clonskea Hospital. He asked 
if the site for the new sanitorium to 
replace Crooksling had been fixed. 

Replying, Mr. John P. Keane said that 
the site had been indicated, But the 
exact location had not been fixed. 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman’ A. Byrne, 
T.D.) said that a site had been chosen

THEOLOGICAL SOCIETY 
. LECTURE 


£ T HE, real enemy of religion to-day is 
no longer science, with its talk of 
evolution and biology, but this new 
psychology,” said Mr, BR. W, Madden, 
Auditor of the College Theological Society, at 
the maugural meetiny held in Trinity Coliege, 
Dublin, last night. | 

The President, the Rev, J. E. L. Oulton, 
D.D., was in the chair, and the Provost of 
Trinity College, Dr. W. E. Thrift, was also 
present. 

In his inaugural address on ‘‘Conversion,” 
Mr. Madden said that the foe of religion 
to-day was. not science; but this new 
psychology, which in its subtlety was more 
damaging. to religion than all the talk. of 
evolution, biolagy, and such. matters. It did 
not deny so much as explain; it did not 
explain só much as it explained. away:: But 
psychological truth, he added, is not the 
whole of truth, as science is not the 
whole of life or knowledge. : 

' Conversion “was not merely a natural 
phenomenon—it was an event of the super- 
natural order. If conversion was, as the 
psychologists claimed, just a neurosis, then 
what of the peace and‘ happinessythat. conyer- 
sion had brought, into the lives of many 
people? Conversion was not the form of 
néurosis that the Precis ists claimed it to 
be, but the result of a childlike spirit of faith 
and trust. - Psychology was incomplete with- 
out religion to supplement and complete it. 

The Bishop of Ossory, the Right Rev. Dr. 
Day. who proposed.a vote of thanks to the 
Auditor for his address, said that conwersion 
was not a mere subject of emotion, but rathe 
was it objective in its nature: a turnin 
towards God, en a man realises * aim s 
his own sinfulness the need of grace and
